Slneo 1877 tho population of Berlin has 
boeti over ft million, and it is now tho 
largest city iu Europe after London and 
Paris.

This 
man had murdered ll.innah Hrown--a 
woman to whom he had been engaged 
lobe iiniriied —and then bad cut the 
body into pieces, and hidden portions of 
it in various parts of London ~ the 
trunk being placed under a sack, and 
concealed behind some flagstones, near 
the Pineapple toll-bar, in Kdgeware 
Koad. 
lie confessed that Hannah 


Krowii had deceived him by pretending 
to have some property, and that one 
night she called at iiis lodgings and 
laughed at her trick. 
In a rage he 


struck her with a .silk roller, and, the 
blow proving mortal, ho formed the 
rosolotion of cutting up and concealing 
tho body. No criminal ease since the 
trial of Dr. Dodd had stirred so much 
excitement in London. On the night of 
(Jrecnaere's execution hundreds of per- 
sons slept on tho steps of the prison and 
of St. Sepulchre's Church, and boys re- 
mained all night clinging to tho lamp- 
posts. The crowds in tho streets whiled 
away the night in ribald jokes and 
drunken brawls. Grecnacre, when he 
passed to (lie gallows, was totally un- 
manned. He could not articulate the 
responses to the Ordinary, and had to 
be supported or he would ha.'e fallen. 


Grcenacre's execution brought fame 


to Caleraft. lie did not rest long on 
his laurels. Three years later he was 
called to carry out the sentence of the 
law on Francois Henjnmiu Courvoisier, 
a Swiss valet, found guilty of the mur- 
der of his master, Lord \Viiliani Russell. 
Lord William, who was iu his 7IUI year, 
lived alone in hi.s hoti.si; iu Norfolk 
Street, Park Lane, with his establish- 
ment of two iiHiids and of Courvoisier, 
the body-servant. On llio morning of 
the minder Ihe housemaid found his 
study in disorder, and entering his bed- 
room with Courvoisier, saw that his 
head was nearly severed from his body. 
Two bank-notes, supposed to have been 
taken from Lord William's bodv, were 
found behind the skirting-board of the 
butler's pantry. Those notes convicted 
Courvoisier. 
llu was hanged on .July 


Ii, IHtO. 
Upward of 20,00(1 people were 


present at the scene. Most of them 
waited all night til the debtors' door of 
the Old Hailcy. 
High fees were paid 


for house-root), and the windows were 
crowded. As the bell began to toll at K 
o'clock the multitude uncovered, mid at 
two minutes past ihe hour Courvoisier 
ascended the steps leading to the drop, 
followed by the K\eculinner and Ordi- 
nary of the prison. 
He died without a 


struggle. 
The ease of hi.s death was 


universally attributed to < 'alcraft's skill. 
A new genius had arisen in tho business. 
Jack Ketch of Tyburn, was outdone. 


For twenty-four years Caleraft contin- 


ued to win tiie applause of press and 
public. Not confining his exertions to 
Newgate, ho traveled in the wake of tho 
Judges round their circuit. He never 
bungled. Ho has executed seven pirates 
together, and performed his work with 
entire satisfaction. 
Ho hanged three 


Fenians at Manchester, and showed ex- 
treme contempt for the anonymous 
throats that wore made made against bis 
life. 
In IKtit he hanged Fran/. Mueller, 


the young Gorman tailor who, to pay 
his passage to America, murdered Mr. 
Briggs in a carriage on tho North Lon- 
don Kivilway. On tho night that Mueller 
died there was a disgraceful scene around 
Newgate. The house was Tilled with 
spectators, who had paid more than a 
couple of gtiinoas apiece fora place, and 
who spent the night playing at cards 
and singing choruses, when Mueller 
set foot on tho scaffold, ho looked un at 
the chains with perfect self-possession. 
Then ho murmured a confession to the 
attendant clergyman, and the drop fell 
instantly. 
Those were the three great 


criminals of Calcraft's career: Groon- 
cre, Courvoisier and Mueller. In 18C8 
public executions were abolished, and 
the hangman's glory was departed. Tho 
gallows was henceforth erected in tho 
prison-yard of Newgate, and only silence 
reigned on the spot which had scon the 
executions of Gov. Wall, who flogged a 
nuvn to death; of Uellinghinfl, Mr. Por- 
cival's assassin; of tho Cato-strcct con- 
spirators, whoso heads wore cut off on 
the scaffold after they were hanged; of 
Fnuntloroy, the banker; and of Bishops 
and Williams, the " burkers." Caleraft 
soon retired from a business which was 
rapidly falling In popular esteem, and 
Marwood, his lieutenant, succeeded him.

Various ways 


have been proposed to " soften water," 
the object of which will be at once com- 
prehended when we state Unit these salts 
are not by nature .soluble in water, but 
are rendered so by the presence of car- 
bonic acid gas. 
If, for instance, some 


powdered chalk bo shaken up in a bot- 
tle of water, tho liquid will become 
milky; hut if the experiment be re- 
peated with a bottle of "soda-water" 
freshly opened, the chalk will dissolve, 
tviid the Mater retain its transparency. 
If by any means the carbonic, acid gas 
can'lie driven out of tlio hard water, its 
salts will bo precipitated, and will bo- 
come, soft. 
This imiy partially be ef- 


fected by boiling; hence the explana- 
tion of tho calcareous deposit found at 
the bottom of boilers. 
This fact may 


be readily exhibited by boiling n flask 
of hard water; after somo minutes it 
will become, milky, owing to the pre- 
cipitation of tho salts. 
A similar effect 


may bo produced by adding a little 
lime-water; the lima appropriates tho 
carbonic acid, and, consequently, tho 
salts originally in tho water ami tho 
newly made carbonate of lime are pre- 
cipitated together.

Lance, and this is the reason why, in all 
cities, several bells are used lor lire- 
alarm purposes, it being impossible for 
oni! bell, no matter how largo it may be, 
to be heard above the thousand ami one 
noises incident, to every large place. The 
largest bell over made in this country 
weighed '22,0(10 pounds, and, before it 
was fractured, hung on the City Hal! in 
Now York. On one or two occasions 
this bell was heard up the Hudson lliver 
thirteen miles, in the night, when the 
citv was comparatively quiet. Water is 
a good conductor of sound, and aided 
materially in making the bell heard, as 
above mentioned. It is a groat mistake 
to suppose that bells can be heard in 
proportion to their weight; that is, that 
a bell of two thousand pounds will bo 
heard twice as far as one of one thou- 
sand pounds. This is not so, for tho 
reason that the larger bell does not pos- 
sess any thing like twice the resonant 
surface of the smaller 1)ne. 
What, is 


gained and admired in the larger bell 
is its deep, majestic, dignified tone, 
which it is impossible to secure in the 
.smaller one, the weight of a bell in- 
variably governing il.s toive. 
A bell of 


one hundred or two hundred pounds, in 
an open belfry, on a hchool-liouse or 
factory in the country, is frcquo.illy 
heard'al along distance, out of all pro- 
portion, apparently, to one of one 
thousand pounds in a church-lower near 
by; and instances ot thiskind frequent- 
ly cause no little comment in the way 
(if comparison. The reason for this is, 
that the small bell has a sharp, shrill, 
penetrating sound, that must,, of neces- 
sity, be hoard a great, deal farther, in 
proportion to its weight, than the, low, 
mellow, •'church going " sound of the. 
church-bell. 
The same principle ap- 


plies to tho whistle of a locomotive, and 
it is heard u long distance simply be- 
cause its tone is shrill and penetrating. 
When hung stationary and struck, or 
tolled, bells will not be heard, as a rule, 
half as far as when swung. The swing- 
ing motion throws tho mouth of the 
bell tip, and not only carries llio sound 
off, but imparts to it a richness that is 
absent when the bc'l is at rest and 
struck. A great deal is to bo gained by 
ringing a bell properly, throwing the 
mouth well up, and not la/ily jingling 
it. Il if not physical strength Unit is 
required in ringing a bell, so much as 
"getting the knack" of catching the 
rope just right, particularly on the sec- 
ond "down pull." 
The windows in 


the tower should be as open as possible, 
and the, tower should bo ceiled just 
above the windows.

A Tragical Love Story from Slam. 


Tho official beheading of Pra Pecchn, 


a. prominent dignitary of Siam, as an- 
nounced yesterday in a dispatch from 
Singapore, says the Xew York Times, is 
a very singular proceeding and the 
causes loading to it aro so remarkable 
isto.be worthy of mention. The cir- 
cumstances, us narrated in pm ate let- 
ters from Bangkok, aro substantially 
these: Thomas (i, Knox, until recently 
British Political Agent and Consul-Gen- 
eral, stationed at tho capital, had re- 
sided there for many years in an official 
capacity, having married, soon after 
going to ludo-Chinn, a native woman, 
who bore him two children, both 
daughters. 
They were educated in 


England. One ot them is represented 
as particularly bright and attractive, and 
after returning to her own country she 
was greatly admired and had many 
suitors. 
Some months ago the young 


woman, who had probably reached the 
age of twenty or thereabout, astonished 
or enraged her father by eloping with 
1'ra Pecchn, and coming back fast- mar- 
ried according to Thai law and Buddhist 
form, Consul Knox who had intended 
her for Ihe British matrimonial market 
was so incensed at her husband that 
IK; formerly complained to tho native 
government of Peccha's connubial mis- 
demeanor, which, in hi.s wrath, ho is 
said to hi'.vo pronounced a violation of 
international law, a heinous political 
crime, a deadly affront to John Bull, as 
represented in his proper person, and a 
direct assault on the British constitution. 
Hyperbolical and absurd as such as- 
sumption was, it is not ^infrequently 
the method adopted by British officers 
abroad when dealing with'people whom 
they are pleased to consider but half 
civilized. 
Tho Siamese Government 


seemed to regard Peccha's off ense as se- 
riously as the British Consul had done. 
It ordered the new husband's imme- 
diate arrest and trial on the gravest 
charges, high treason, we believe, being 
one of them; and, in due time, ho was, 
to tho amazement and horror of his 
father-in-law and his bride, condemned 
to death. This was much more than 
tlio British Consul had bargained for. 
Notwithstanding his wrath, he did not 
think that a runaway match deserved 
capital punishment, and ho swore by 
his consular seal and the established 
church that the sentence should not 
be carried out. The 
Government, 


however, 
continued firm as to its 


decision, whereupon Knox threatened it 
with tins vengeance of his nation, de- 
claring that he would order up the Brit- 
ish gunboats lying near the mouth of 
the Me.inam River,, and cause tho bom- 
bardment of Bangkok unless tho son- 
toneo was revoked. The menace was, 
as may be supposed, idle, intended 
merely to intimujate tho King and his 
cabinet. But thoy would not bo intimi- 
dated, and soon aftor Knox was recalled 
by his Government. 
This is the way 


tho story is told by tho English and 
Americans in Siam, but it is not at all 
likely that Pra Pcccha has been behead 
ed simply for his elopement. Ho must 
have been found guilty of more mo- 
mentous offenses to Justify such extreme 
measures. Still, as Siam is an absolute 
monarchy, the Government can do what 
it likes without accountability to its sub- 
jects. The whole thing, us reportec 
hero, is most extraordinary, and but for 
its tragic termination, would read likt 
the libretto of an opera bouffo. If i 
man can bo officially beheaded for mar 
rying a pretty girl in Shim, matrimony 
especially under romantic aspects, wll 
scarcely be regarded there with encour

The noted executioner, Cidernft, who 


for 
li'> years held the. olhYe ot hangman 


in England, is dead. There is a stream 
in tlm suburbs of London, known to 
jaunting clerks and 
holiday-making 


school-boys as the Kiver Lee, where 
cockney youths take their uquntic diver- 
sion on SY.tiirduy afternoons during the 
summer mouths. On the days when the 
river wits (Inserted, a lean, pensive, and 
clerical person would frequent the banks, 
u book in one hand, a lishing-rod in the 
other. It was Calcrnft, the hangman. 
Where he came from, who ho was, why 
he had chosen his particular profession, 
nobody ever knew. 
Legend hud it that 


ho was a convict who hud been pardoned 
on the condition that he would adopt 
the executioner's profession. 
Others 


averred Unit lie had embraced it through 
a certain morbid love of death. Cnleraft 
nexer betrayed his secret, and all biogra- 
phies of the man are fictitious. This 
alone is cerlai-i, that lie has executed. 
with punctuality and disjntcli, some of 
the

This 
man had murdered Hannah lirown — a 
woman to whom he had been engaged 
to l<t: immicd -and then hud cut tlie 
body into pieces, anil hidden portions of 
it in various parts of London — the 
trunk being placed under u suck, and 
(onccnlcd behind .some llag.stoncs, near 
the Pineapple toll-bar, in Kdgeware 
Road. 
lie confessed that 
Hannah 


Brown bad deceived him by pretf-nding 
to have some property, and that one 
night she called at his lodgings and 
laughed at her trick. 
In a rugc he 


.struck her with a silk roller, and, the 
blow proving mortal, ho formed the 
resolotiun of cutting up and concealing 
the body. No criminal ease since the 
trial of Dr. llodd hud stirred so much 
excitement in London. 
On the night of 


(Jrecnuero's execution hundreds of per- 
sons slept on the steps of the prison and 
of St. Sepulchre's Church, aud bo\s re- 
mained all night clinging to the lamp- 
posts. The crowds in the streets whilud 
away the night in ribald jokes and 
drunken brawls. (Jrecnucrc, when he 
passed to the gallows, wa« totally un- 
manned. 
He could not articulate the 


responses to the Ordinary, and hud to 
be supported or he would have fallen. 


(ireenacre's execution brought fume 


to Caleraft. 
He did not rest lung on 


his laurels. Three years later lie was 
called to carry out the sentence of the 
law on r'rnncois Henjumin t'onrvoisier, 
u Swiss valet, found gnilly of the miir- 
dei of his master. Lord William Hussell. 
Lord William, who was in his 7;id year, 
lived alone in his house in Norfolk 
Street, Turk Lane, with his establish- 
ment of two imiids and of Courvoixier, 
the body-servant. On the morning of 
the murder the housemaid found bis 
study in disorder, and enteiing his bed- 
room with Courvoi.sier, saw that, his 
head was nearly severed from his body. 
Two bank-notes, supposed to have been 
taken from Loni William's body, were 
found behind the skirting-board of the 
butler's pantry. 
Tho.-e notes coin ieted 


Cotirvoisier. lie was hanged on July 
(i, 1K-K). 
Upward of 20,1X10 people were 


present at the. scene. Most of them 
waited all night at the debtors' door of 
the Old Hailcy. 
High fees were paid 


for bouse-roofrf, and tho windows were 
crowded. 
As the bell began to toll nt S 


o'clock the multitude uncovered, and at 
two minutes past tho hour Courvoixier 
ascended the steps leading to the drop, 
followed by the Kxeeutioner and Ordi- 
nary of the prison. 
He died without a 


struggle. 
The ease of his death was 


universally a t t i i i m t e d t n Caleraft \s skill. 
A now genius had arisen in the business. 
Jack Ketch of Tyburn, was outdone. 


For twenty-four years Caleraft contin- 


ued to win the applause of press and 
public. Not confining his exertions to 
Newgate, he traveled in the wake of the 
Judges round their circuit. Ho never 
bungled. Ho has executed seven pirates 
together, and performed his work with 
entire satisfaction. 
He hanged three 


Fenians at Manchester, and showed ex- 
treme contempt for the anonymous 
threats that were made made against bis 
life. 
In 1WM lie bunged Fran/ Mueller, 


the young Gorman tailor who, to pay 
his passage to America, murdered Mr. 
Hriggs in a carriage on tho North Lon- 
don Hallway. On tho night that Mueller 
died there was a disgraceful scene around 
Newgate. The house was filled with 
spectators, who had paid more than a 
couple of guineas apiece for u place, and 
who spent tho night playing at curds 
and singing choruses. When Mueller 
set foot on the scaffold, ho looked up at 
the chains with perfect self-possession. 
Then he murmured a confession to the 
attendant clergyman, and the drop fell 
instantly. These were tho three great 
criminals of Calcraft's career: Green- 
cre, Courvoisiar and Mueller. In 18C8 
public executions were abolished, and 
tho hangman's glory was departed. The 
gallows was henceforth erected in the 
prison-yard of Newgate, and only silence 
reigned on tho spot which had soon the 
executions of Gov. Wall, who flogged a 
m,an to death ; of Bellingham, Mr. Per- 
cival's assassin; of the Cato-stroot con- 
spirators, whoso heads wore cut off on 
the scaffold after they were hanged ; of 
Fauntleroy, tho banker; and of Bishops 
and Williams, the " borkers." Caleraft 
»oon retired from a business which was 
rapidly falling in popular esteem, and 
Marwood, his lieutenant, succeeded him .

USEFUL AND SCIENTIFIC. 


UTILIZATION OF WASTK FORCES.— 


According to 
Prof. Wall, the waste 


forces of nature are so enormous that, 
if they could bo ntiliwd, the present 
means of producing force would be com- 
paratively useless. Thus the sun, bv its 
heat on tho ocean, raises two billion 
tons of water to a height of three and 
one-half miles every milmte; and thn 
time may come, he thinks, when MIII 
engines-*-already 
invented—m.iy 
be 


able, in many port ions of th* world, to I 
do more, work than is now done by [ 
steam engines, by utilizing, for th« me- 
chanical wants of man, this prodigious 
power of solar hwit. Then, too, the. im- 
mense force of wind, in places where its 
action is ste.iuh 
and continuous, as 


where thu trade-winds prevail, might, 
it is thought, be made of great import- 
ance in producing economical power. 
The ebbing and (lowing of the tides, 
too, but little used at present, furnish 
Mifliciont power to move all the ma- 
chinery lli'i world needs'. 
Again, only 


the smallest fraction of the immense 
power of falling water in rivers is nlil- 
i/ed at !lie present time; 
it, ncurty all 


runs to waste. 
Niagara alone repre- 


sents uG.OOO horse-power wasted every 
minute. 
In this connection is the ques- 


tion of the practicability of transmitting 
mechanical power to great distances by 
converting it into electricity, through 
tlieagoncy of dvinimo-electrie machines. 
The most'wonderful statement made in 
regard to this motor .source is that by 
Profs. Houston and Thompson, viz., 
thut it is possible to convey the whole 
power of Niagara Falls to tho distance 
of .WO miles or more by a copper cable 
one-half inch thick.

Make a warm mixture of luo grams of 
line gelatine with '100 or /iixi cubic cen- 
timeters of a pasty precipitate of sul- 
phate of baryta, anil when well mixed 
add 
Kid grains of dextrine and from 


1,01 ill to 1,201; grains of 
glycerine. 


Whon melted, allow H to cool till just 
Millicieiitly lltiid to flow, when a lit- 
tle may be poured into a shallow dish 
and allowed to harden. 
If this tin- 


comes qtiito hard and stiff, add more 
glycerine, and pour the whole into a 
shallow tin tray and let it cool. Write 
the letters in a thick aniline ink—" Vio- 
let do Paris " will answer—and lay the 
sheet, written side down, on tho jelly- 
like preparation, and press it down gen- 
tly for a minute or two. 
On lifting the 


paper a part of the ink will bo found 
transferred to the jelly, when sheets of 
paper mar-ho laid on tho jelly and re- 
prints taken from it. 
Sufficient ink 


lings to the jelly to give 40 or ,00 im- 
pressions, when tho surface of the jelly 
must be sponged clean with cold water. 
The tray containing the jelly must be 
kept in u cool place, and if not used for 
a day or two must bo moistened with a 
sponge before using.

cmplojs 100 grams of gelatine, 1,'JOO 
grams glycerine, and 500 cubic centi- 
meters sulphate, of baryta, and gives 
sharper impressions from the sheet of 
jolly; but in cleaning i1 warm water 
must be u.scd.--iS'c'n'6«er/u/' HcjAembcr. 


HAHU AND SOFT WATKU.—The house- 


keeper of experience knows that it is a 
disagreeable and dillicull matter to wash 
in what are termed "hard waters." 
Their peculiarity arises from the fact 
that they contain "alts whose bases are 
lime and magnesia. 
When soap is dis- 


solved in them these mineral sails and 
lie soup act upon each other, or, iu the 
chemical language, undergo a double 
decomposition, the result of which is the 
formation of insoluble compounds of 
the fatty acids of the soap (oleic and 
slcuric) md thehuscsof the salts. These 
olcatc.s and slourutesof lime and magne- 
sia, being insoluble, are, of course, pre- 
cipitated, bill they are, of a slringy na- 
ture, and adhere to any kind of textile 
fabric, rendering it difficult to wash 
clothes in such waters. 
Various ways 


have been proposed to " soften water," 
the object of which will be at once com- 
prehended when we statethatthesp salts 
arc not by nature soluble in water, but 
are rendered so by tho presence of car- 
bonic acid gas. 
If, for instance, some 


powdered chalk be .shaken up in a bot- 
tle of water, the liquid will become 
milky; but if the experiment bo re- 
peated with a bottle of "soda-water" 
freshly opened, the chalk will dissolve, 
and Hie water retain its transparency. 
If by any means the carbonic, acid gas 
can'be driven out of the hard water, its 
salts will be precipitated, and will be- 
come soft. 
This inny partially be ef- 


fected by boiling; henc.o the explana- 
tion of the calcareous deposit found at 
the bottom of boilers. 
This fuel may 


be i oadily exhibited by boiling a flask 
of hard water; after some minutes it 
will become milky, owing to the pre- 
cipitation of tho salts. 
A similar effect 


may bo produced by adding a little 
lime-water; tho limo appropriates tho 
carbonic acid, and, consequently, tho 
salts originally in the water and the 
newly made carbonate of limo are pre- 
cipitated together.

A boll wilt bo heard a great deal 
further lengthways of u valley than over 
tho hills at tho sides. H is frequently 
the eu'se that bull-rooms aro lower than 
the surrounding buildings and trees, and 
these obstructions break tho sound and 
prevent its free passage to a distune*'.

to bo heard at any considerable dis- 
tance, and this is tho reason why, in all 
cities, several bells are used tor lire- 
alarm purposes, it being impossible for 
ono bell, no matter bow large it may bo, 
to be, hoard above the thousand and one 
noises incident to o\ cry large place.. The 
largest bell over made in this country 
weighed 2:J,(WO pounds, and, before it 
was fractured, hung on the City Hull in 
New York. On one or two occasions 
this bell was heard up the, Hudson Kiver 
thirteen miles, in tho night, when the 
city was comparatively quiot. Wnler is 
a good conductor of sound, and aided 
materially in nmktng the bell heard, as 
above mentioned. It is a great mistake 
to suppose thai bells can be hoard in 
proportion to their weight; that is, that 
a boll of two thousand pounds will bo 
heard twice as fur as ono of ono thou- 
sand pounds. This is not so, for the, 
reason that the larger boll does not pos- 
sess any thing like twice the resonant 
surface, of the smullcn>'"onc. What is 
gained and admired in the larger bell 
is :ts deep, majestic, dignified tone, 
which it is impossible to secure in tho 
.smaller one, tho weight of a bell in- 
variably governing its force. 
A boll of 


one hundred or two hundred pound:., in 
an open belfry, on a school-house ol- 
factory in tin; country, is frequently 
heard at a long distance, out of all pro- 
portion, apparently, to one of ono 
thousand pound1! in a church-tower near 
by; and instance" of this kind frequent- 
ly cuii.sc no lilllo comment, in tho. way 
of comparison. 
Tho reason for this is 


Unit (he small boll has a sharp, shrill, 
penetrating sound, thai mint, "t1 neces- 
sity, lie heard a great, deal farther, in 
proportion to its weight, than the: low, 
mellow, " ohurt;h going" sound of the 
church-bell. 
The sumo principle ap- 


plies to the whistle of a locomotive., and 
it is heard a long distance, simply be- 
cause its tone is shrill and penetrating. 
When hung stationary and struck, or 
tolled, bells will not be heard, us a rule, 
half us far as when swung. The swing- 
ing motion throws the mouth of tho 
bell up, and not only carries the sound 
off, but imparts to i't a richness that is 
absent when the, lioU is at rest aud 
struck. A great deal is to 1)0 gained by 
rinsrins; a holl properly, throwing tho 
month well up, and not lazily jingling 
it. It is not physical strength that is 
required in ringing a bell, so much us 
'getting the knack" of catching the 
rop« just right, particularly on tho sec- 
ond "down pull." 
Tho windows in 


.he tower should be as open as possible, 
vnd tho tower should bo ceiled just 
iibovo the windows.

How Animals Play mid Enjoy Them- 


selves. 


A Tragical Lore Story from Slain. 


Tho official beheading of Pra Peecha, 


u prominent dignitary "of Siam, as an- 
nounced yesterday in u dispatch from 
Singapore, says Iho New York Times, is 
,i very singular wroceeding anil the, 
causes leading to it ure, so remarkable 
as lo.bo worthy of mention. The cir- 
cumstances, as narrated in private let- 
ters from Bangkok, are substantially 
;hese: Thomas G, Knox, uulil recently 
liritish Political Agent and Consul-Gen- 
eral, stutioned at the cupitul. hud re- 
sided there, for many ycurs in an official 
capacity, having mun-icd, soon after 
• i n g lo Indo-China, a native woman, 
who bore, him 
two children, both 


daughters. 
They were educated in 


England. One of them is represented 
us particularly bright and attractive, und 
after returning to her own country she, 
was greatly admired ami hud 'many 
suitors. 
Some months ago Iho young 


woman, who hud probably reached tho 
ago of twenty or thereabout, astonished 
or enniged her father by eloping with 
Pra I'eccha, ivnd coming back fast mar- 
ried according toThui law and llnddhist 
form, Consul Knox who hail intended 
her for the British mntrimoniiil market, 
was so incensed at her husband that 
ho formerly complained to tho native 
government of I'eceha's connubial mis- 
demeanor, which, in his wrath, lie \n 
said to have pronounced a violation of 
international law, a heinous political 
crime, a, deadly affront to John Bull, as 
represented in his proper person, und a 
direct assault on tho British constitution. 
Hyperbolical und absurd as such as- 
sumption was, it is not unfroqnently 
the method adopted by liritish officers 
abroad whe.n dealing with'pooplo whom 
they aro pleased to consider but half 
civilized. 
Tho Siamese Government 


.seemed to regard Poccha's offense us se- 
riously as tho British Consul had done. 
Il ordered the now husband's imme- 
diate arrest and trial on tho gravest 
charges, high treason, wo believe, being 
one of them; and, in due, time, ho was, 
to tho amazement and horror of his 
father-in-law and his bride, condemned 
to death. This was much more than 
the British Consul had bargained for. 
Notwithstanding his wrath, ho did not 
think that a runaway match deserved 
capital punishment, and ho swore by 
his consular seal and the established 
church that tho sentence should not 
bo carried 
out. 
The 
Government, 


however, 
continued firm as to its 


decision, whereupon Knox threatened It 
with the vengeance of his nation, d_e- 
cluring that he would order up the Brit- 
ish gunboats lying near the mouth of 
the Mcinam Uiver, and cause tho bom- 
bardment of Bangkok unless the sen- 
tence was revoked. The menace was, 
as may bo supposed, idle, intended 
merely to intimidate tho King and his 
cabinet. But they would not be intimi- 
dated, and soon after Knox was recalled 
by his Government. This is the way 
tho story is told by the English and 
Americans in Siam, but it is not at all 
likely that Pra Peecha has been behead 
ed simply for his elopement. He must 
have been found guilty of more mo- 
mentous offenses to justify such extreme 
measures. Still, as Siam is an absolute 
monarchy, the Government nan do what 
it likes without accountability to its sub- 
jects. Tho whole thing, as reported 
hero, is most extraordinary, and but for 
its tragic termination, would read like 
tho libretto of an opera bouffo. 
If a 


man can bo officially beheaded for mar- 
rying a pretty girl in Siam, matrimony, 
ospeeiully under romantic aspects, will 
scarcely bo regarded there with oncour 
aging favor.

rang-outang, in wrestling with his keep- 
er, protends to throw him, and makes 
i'dnt.s of biting him. 
Some animals 


carry out in their piay the semblance of 
caleliing their prey. 
Young cats, for 


instance, leap after every small and 
moving object, oven the loaves strewed 
by the autumn wind. They crouch and 
steal forward, ready for tho spring, tho 
jody quivering and th<; tail vibrating 
with emotion : they bound on tho mov- 
rig leaf und uguin spring forward to 
mother. 
Uougor saw young, jaguars 


id cougars playing with round sub 


stances, like kittens. Birds of the miig- 
iic* kind are the anologues of monkeys, 
'nil of mischief, play and 
mimicry. 


There is a story of a lame, magpie that 
was busily employed in u garden, gath- 
•ring pebbles, and with much solemnity 
md a studied air burying them in u hole 
made to receive a post. After dropping 
'uch stone il cried "ourack! " triumph 
mlly, mid sot off for another. Onexani- 
niug tho spot, u poor toad was found in 
he hole, which the magpii was stoning 
for his amusement.
